Mike Wettach Left the Theater 
For a New Life with Thoroughbreds

CampeNn, S. C. When a man who once 
was co-producer of a Broadway show 
becomes a hot-walker for race horses, the 
assumption is that his career has taken 
a sharp turn for the worst. 


This happened to Michael F. Wettach. 
of Monckton. Md., and Colleton County. 
S. C. But in the case of this slightly 
built 27-year-old the move represented no 
tragedy, no terrible change of fortune. 
He now is an amateur rider of steeple- 
chasers. 

Mike is a son of Mrs. Henry Obre, an 
owner of Thoroughbred race horses and 
mistress of Big Survey Plantation. which 
is located between Walterboro and 
Yemessee in coastal South Carolina. 
His mother is an heir to the Guggenheim 
copper fortune; Capt. Harry F. Guggen- 
heim, owner of the Cain Hoy Stable, is a 
cousin. Since Mike hasn’t had to fret 
about earning a living. he has been able 
to indulge in those pursuits which give 
him large draughts of personal satisfac- 
tion, regardless of gain. 

Mike’s associations with the horse goes 
back further than his memory. His father. 
Fred Wettach. was one of the greatest 
show riders of all time. It is Mike’s 
understanding that at the age of 16 
months he was hoisted aboard a pony and 
led around a polo field in Florida. 


“Then I guess I went into retirement 
for a few years.” the handsome dark- 
haired young man said with a smile. 

In any case. he rode in horse shows 
and fox hunts during most of his young 
life. Then came a series of prep schools 
and a year at Johns Hopkins University 
at Baltimore. 

The academic life paled before the lure 
of the bright lights of Broadway. Mike 
was a friend of song writer and producer 
Jule Styne. and it was through Stvne that 
Mike entered show business. 

Styne’s theater credits include some of 
the smash hits of the past decade. He 
wrote the scores for the musicals “Gen- 
tlemen Prefer Blondes.” “High Button 
Shoes.” “Gypsy.” and “The Bells Are 
Ringing.” He won the Academy Award 
for the title song in the movie “Three 
Coins in the Fountain.” 

Mike’s first show was “Will Success 
Spoil Rock Hunter?” with Jayne Mans- 
field. (‘We were very friendly.”) He 
served as stage manager and under- 
studied several small parts.

His big chance came in “Mr. Wonder- 
ful.” starring Sammy Davis Jr. “This 
one was really a lot of fun. It was more 
like a night club act than a Broadway 
production. Davis occasionally would 
keep the audience entertained until mid- 
night.” 

Then he went into “Say Darling,” a 
show about the writing of “Pajama Game.” 
The play starred David Wayne and 
Vivian Blaine. 

In all of these he was stage manager 
and understudy. In his next effort, he 
moved up to the role of associate pro- 
ducer. The play, headlining Polly Bergen, 
Farley Granger. and Hermione Gingold, 
was called “First Impressions.” It lasted 
only 3 months. 


“I was disgusted and depressed after 
the show closed.” Wettach said, “so I went 
out to Belmont Park and started walking 
hots and galloping a few horses in 
mother’s stable. This was about 3 years 
ago. 

“One day Ken Field (Mrs. Obre’s train- 
er-rider) decided he didn’t want to school 
a horse over the jumps and asked me 
to do it. I had jumped in horse shows 
before. of course, but never over a steeple- 
chase course.” 

Mike’s first competitive action was last 
spring, during the Stoneybrook hunt 
meeting at Southern Pines, N. C. He 
rode in 3 races. finishing second, fourth, 
and out of the money. He went to Cam-

seventh in a dismal effort. The race was won by a 
65-to-1 shot, Sherluck. 
| The Morning Telegraph’s Don Fair made the 
following comment in his chart of the race: 
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Globemaster, setting all the pace in the Belmont Stakes, 
went into the top of the stretch (above) with a narrow 
advantage over Sherluck. Hitting Away was in third 
place, and Manuel Yeaza was hitting him in a vain effort 
to keep him going. Carry Back, on the outside, was being 
asked for his customary stretch run, but he refused to 
give it. When the horses crossed the finish line (below), 
Sherluck had a 2!2-length advantage over Globemaster, 


and Guadalcanal was in third place, by the same margin. 
Ambiopoise (on the rail) finished fourth, ahead of Dr. 
Miller. Hitting Away (inside of the last 4 horses) was 
sixth, and Carry Back (third from the rail) was seventh, 
ahead of Bal Musette and Flutterby (outside). Sherluck 
paid a whopping $132.10 for his first victory since the 
Blue Grass Stakes. Carry Back came out of the race with 
a nick on the fetlock of his right fore leg.

Carry Back broke well but was in close quarters from 
the start, moved to the outside to secure racing room after 
three-quarters of a mile but failed to rally during the stretch 
run and came back sore after the finish. 

It was the comment of “sore” that rankled the trainer. 
Price. who had wanted to win the Belmont more than anything 
else. was keenly aware of the public’s interest in his colt. 

He said, “I spoke to Sellers. He should know. He said 
the horse wasn’t rank or sore in the running. And he said 
the horse was in close quarters for five-eighths of a mile 
and got disgusted when asked to run. Sellers also said it 
appeared to him that every jockey in the race was not only 
riding his horse but also Carry Back. It wasn’t like riding in 
an ordinary race.” 

Price was gravely concerned about the public—so much 
so that he scoured condition books from various tracks with 
the mind of running his horse earlier than anticipated in order 
to prove there was nothing wrong with Carry Back. He was 
considering the Massachusetts Handicap. a $50.000 race for 
3-year-olds and older horses at Suffolk Downs on June 28. and 
the Leonard Richards, a $35,000 race for 3-year-olds. at Dela- 
ware Park on June 17. There even was a possibility of the 
Hollywood Derby. on July 8. 

“One thing is certain at the present time.” he said. “Carry 
Back is going to run in the Dwyer ($75.000) at Aqueduct on 
July 15 and the Choice ($50,000) at Monmouth on August 2. 

“At least I can say the tension is off now. But I don’t 
know whether to feel glad or sad. I would have loved to win 
the Triple Crown. But it’s like having a new car and getting 
only the fender dented in your first accident. Maybe Carry 
Back missed Crozier.” 

Crozier, which had not run in the Belmont. had hooked 
up with Carry Back 7 times since February 1. 

On Sunday Carry Back was put into a van and sent to 
Monmouth Park. When he was unloaded, the off ankle was 
swollen, and he had a temperature. Dr. William O. Reed was 
summoned from New York. X-rays were made. and_ the 
next day it was announced that the ankle was infected but 
that there was no indication of a fracture. It was felt that a 
course of antibiotics would take care of the injury in short 
order. 

The attention given first Carry Back’s shocking loss. then 
his ankle trouble, very nearly obscured the fact that the Bel- 
mont Stakes even had a winner. This was too bad. because 
Sherluck ran a bang-up race and won like a champion. 

It rained in New York on the day of the Belmont. a soft 
drizzle that continued through most of the afternoon. Not 
enough rain fell to spoil the track, and when the field of 
9 came out for the Belmont the designation still was fast. 

The race was dominated quite completely by Sherluck and 
Globemaster. Leonard P. Sasso’s handsome colt came away 
from the gate the fastest, but in a few strides Braulio Baeza 
had Sherluck in second place, about a length astern. They 
held the same order through the stretch, along the backstretch. 
and around the sweeping turn into the stretch again. 

Bal Musette fired and fell back rather early. So did 
Hitting Away. The pace. however. was modest—:2415. :4884, 
1:1335. 1:3835. The time for 1144 miles was 2:041;5. and at 
this point Globemaster led Sherluck by a half-length. Carry 
Back was in seventh place, about a dozen lengths off the lead. 
and already there was a suspicion running through observers 
that an upset was in the making; the little colt was no worse 
off at this point than he had been in the Derby and Preakness. 
but now there was a discernible hesitancy about the way he 
was going. 

Sherluck broke the race wide open at the head of the 
stretch. Moving easily. with a smooth. fluid stride. he drew 
abreast of Globemaster and gradually pulled ahead. Baeza. 
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riding magnificently. moved rhythmically with his horse, but 
did not strike him. and Sherluck pulled away, winning by 214 
lengths in 2:2915. Globemaster beat Guadalcanal by the same 
margin, and after him came Ambiopoise, Dr. Miller, Hitting 
Away. Carry Back. Bal Musette, and Flutterby. 

Sherluck’s trainer. Harold Young, said, “My horse liked 
the track. He likes one that holds. where he puts his feet 
down and they stay. Like the day he won the Blue Grass 
Stakes at Keeneland: it rained that morning, too. He didn't 
like the track in the Derby. 

“A long. powerful-striding horse like Sherluck runs best 
when the track does not give under him. Funny thing, I never 
bet this horse before, but today I bet $20 on him.” 

Young collected $1.325 for his wager. The horse paid 
$132.10. the biggest pay-off in the Belmont since 1905. Owner 
Jacob Sher and his wife said they “didn’t bet a nickle” on 
the horse. 

Sher added that he and trainer Young had agreed to run 
the horse only on Thursday. when it seemed that only 5 or 6 
horses would compete. Globemaster and Ambiopoise entered 
on Friday morning. 

Sherluck. which earned a paycheck of $104,900 in the 
Belmont. was purchased for $10,500 at the 1959 Saratoga 
sales. The day the horse was bought, Mrs. Sher had said, 
“Maybe this will be a lucky buy. so we'll call him Sherluck.”

Los Ancetes. It took Ellwood (Pie 
Man) Johnston one year to make up for 
a mistake that he made at -Hollywood 
Park, but he finally got even with a 
vengeance. 

It was just a year ago that Johnston, 
who breeds. owns and directs the training 
of his racing stable. decided to start Fleet 
Nasrullah, his temperamental star of the 
moment in the 514-furlong Hollywood 
Express Stakes. Fleet Nasrullah was fresh 
from a victory in the 1,);-mile Californian 
Stakes. 

Dropped into the shorter stakes. Fleet 
Nasrullah went to the post a 3-to-5 favor- 
ite, but he could never get to the front. 
his preferred position, and finished out of 
the money. After that defeat. the horse 
sulked, never regained his top form. and 
was retired soon after. 

Johnston, a one-man success story who 
does not make many tactical blunders. 
surely had that race in mind when he 
sent his robust filly, Darling June. after 
this season’s running of the Hollywood 
Express. 

With so many speedburners in the dash. 
the race was set up perfectly for a come- 
from-behind runner. and Darling June was 
nicely weighted at 114 pounds. As John- 
ston expected. the big bay daughter of 
Free America—Date With June came on 


with an overpowering rush in the stretch 
to roll by the top-weighted and favored 
Revel in the closing strides, winning by 
half a length. Her time for the 5'4-furlong 
dash was 1:0315%. The Biscuit, next-to- 
longest shot in the race, was third, a nose 
behind Revel at the wire. 

At the start. Taboo showed briefly in 
front. then gave way to the quick 3-year- 
old Lanolark. The latter cut out the pace 
down the backstretch and around the 
turn, going the first quarter in :22 and 
the half in :45. 


Behind him. and rather close together 
down the backside, were Revel. Taboo, 
and *Sue III. Had Revel. burdened with 
130 pounds. been able to find free run- 
ning room at this stage, he probably 
would have won the Express. But he was 
in rather close quarters. and had to steady 
going into the turn.

Equifun, Under 110 Pounds, Zooms 
Mile in 1:34, Beats Indian Maid

Cuicaco. Equifun became the second 
American mare ever to run a mile as fast 
as 1:34 when she annexed the Beverly 
Handicap at Washington Park on June 3. 

Oddly. it was in this same Beverly 2 
years ago that the California-bred Honeys 
Gem. a 5-year-old carrying 115 pounds, 
put the same clocking on the tote board. 

Each time it was the Florida-bred 
Indian Maid which finished second. In 
1959. Indian Maid. then a _ 3-year-old 
weighted with 109 pounds, closed power- 
fully. but failed by a whisker of catching 
Honeys Gem. Last Saturday Indian Maid 
carried 128 pounds, the top weight of 
her career, and the short. stocky, Virginia- 
bred Equifun, receiving 18 pounds, hand- 
ed her rival a 4-length defeat to get even 
for several old scores. Indian Maid a 
year ago had captured the Beverly under 
125 pounds. 

Washington Park is a place of fast 
miles, incidentally. Of 15 run in 1:34 or 
better. according to the American Racing 
Manual, 9 have occurred at the South 
Side Chicago course. It was there 2 years 
ago that Intentionally was timed at 1:33. 
to equal the world record held by Swaps. 
The latter owns a 1:3325 mile at Wash- 
ington Park. 

Breaking from the extreme outside, the 
No. 11 post, Equifun led her field every 
foot of the way. With Sidney LeJeune 
at the reins, she owned a 2-length lead 
after half a mile. and Indian Maid and 
Our Special Jet were lapped behind her. 
Equifun. second choice at 4.70-to-1 to the 
odds-on Indian Maid, went along the 
stretch bend 3 lengths on top. Indian 
Maid was second, 4 lengths ahead of Our 
Special Jet. and the crowd sensed another 
stretch duel involving Indian Maid and 
Equifun. 

The duel didn’t take place. Bill Har- 
tack cut the final corner with the favorite. 
saving ground, but it did no good. Indian 
Maid had cut half a length into the 
leader’s margin by mid-stretch, but then 
Equifun opened up to win easily. She 
ran the 4 quarters in :227/5, :22%5, :24 and 
:25. Indian Maid was second, 31% lengths 
clear of Miss Quick. 

The winner. a daughter of Equistone— 
Fun and Fickle, by The Dude, is owned 
by her breeder. John E. Hughes, who 
maintains the 200-acre Piedmont Farm 
near Middleburg. Va. Hughes. a tax law- 
yer who formerly lived in the Chicago 
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suburb of Lake Forest, now resides in 
semi-retirement at La Jolla. Calif. 

“No. Mr. Hughes wasn’t here today.” 
trainer Glenn Ballenger. a husky man of 
47, said after the Beverly. “His son was. 
though—John W. He’s a lawyer, too. and 
lives in Lake Forest.” 

Ballenger trains the stable in the sum- 
mer, oversees the farm the rest of the 
time. “We've got about 91 head at Pied- 
mont.” Ballenger said. “Three stallions— 
Jutland. old Equistone. and Hueso. I’ve 
got a couple of young ones by Hueso that 
look pretty good. He’s a Roman.” 

Of the race. Ballenger said. “Indian 
Maid is a nice mare. don’t kid yourself. 
But that 18 pounds made a big differ- 
ence.” 

Nobody realized that more than comely 
grandmother Mrs. Mary Keim. owner of 
Indian Maid and resident of Evanston. 
another suburb north of Chicago. After 
weights for the Beverly were announced. 
she had stormed into racing secretary 
Charles McLennan’s office. “What are 
you trying to do. break down my mare?” 
she fumed. “Now, Mary.” said a busy and 
patient McLennan. “please leave: but 
don’t leave angry.” 


Discussing Equifun, Ballenger said, 
“She’s always been good, but she seems 
to get hurt every year. She’s a soft-boned 
mare, gets hurt easily. She’s a beautiful 
little chestnut, gets a little busy on the 
race track. but otherwise she’s as nice as 
can be. 

“If you remember, she won the Cleo- 
patra 2 years ago at Arlington Park. In 
a mile race before the Arlington Matron 
last summer. Silver Spoon stepped on her 
left front ankle. Shouldn't have started 
her in the Matron, but I did. Ran one 
more time. and then we sent her back 
to the farm.” 

Equifun’s dam. Fun and Fickle, is an 
Illinois-bred. Ballenger said, “The Dude 
stands at Bob Moore’s farm, Pat Kay 
Farm. not far from Arlington Park.” 

Ballenger. a native of Middleburg. has 
been with Hughes for 17 years. “Only the 
second job I ever had. My first job was 
with Brookmeade. at Upperville, Va. Did 
everything—galloped horses, man- 
aged the stud farm for 5 years.”

States of Shock

Lonpon. It is safe to say that whatever 
happens in the 5 months before the close 
of the English flat racing season will bear 
no comparison to the shocks which fans 
here have had to undergo in the 35 days 
since Rockavon won the Two Thousand 
Guineas on April 26. 

Hard on this disastrous result came the 
news that Opaline II would not be able 
to run in the One Thousand Guineas. 
for which she had been a short priced 
ante-post favorite. Later it was announced 
that she would miss the Oaks as well. 


Then came the irritating. off-and-on 
period concerning the Derby participa- 
tion of the so-called wonder horse Pin- 
turischio. And then, to cap all. Psidium 
won the Epsom Derby at 66 to 1. the 
longest-priced winner since Aboyeur in 
1913. 

Not only did Psidium come from last 
place at the bottom of the hill to pass 
his 27 rivals as if they were hacks. but 
he won, still full of running, by 2 lengths 
from the French colt Dicta Drake. with 
Pardao close up in third place. 2 lengths 
in front of the winner’s much fancied 
stable companion Sovrango. 

Psidium is trained by Harry Wragg. 
who won the Derby on Felstead. *Blen- 
heim II and *Watling Street but until 
now had not trained a winner of this 
race. 

But there is nothing else English about 
the winner or his connections. Psidium 
is by the French horse Pardal. which 
also sired Pardao. Pardal (Pharis—Arda- 
gatis) won a number of good racés for 
Marcel Boussac. Psidium’s dam Dinarella, 
by Niccolo dell’Arca, was bred at the 
Dormello Stud in Italy and was the first 
mare bought by Mrs. Arpad Plesch. the 
Austrian-born wife of a Hungarian 
banker. 

Psidium, foaled at the Pleschs’ recently 
formed stud in Ireland, was ridden in 
the Derby by the French jockey Roger 
Poincelet, who has’ now won all the Eng- 
lish classics except the St. Leger. Psidium 
had run in France, in the 10'-furlong 
Prix Daru on April 16, finishing a long 
way behind Moutiers, favorite at 5 to 1 
for the Derby. 

Lester Piggott, who rode Psidium in 
France, told Harry Wragg that he was 
convinced that the colt would not stay, 
and he turned down an offer to ride hin 
in the Derby should he be without a 
mount on the day of the big race. 

There is no doubt that the hard going— 
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there is no watering system at Epsom— 
was responsible for this freak result; in 
fact. George Bridgland, trainer of Mou- 
tiers. said after the race that he would be 
confident of beating Psidium should he 
and Moutiers meet again over the same 
distance under normal conditions. Mou- 
tiers. one of the many unable to handle 
the hill. finished out of the first dozen.

Just to show how upside down the 
form was, Cipriani. which had looked like 
winning a furlong from home and which 
finished a creditable fifth, had just man- 
aged to scrape home in a maiden race 
worth £202 at Leopardstown (Ireland) 
on May 17. In fact, as far as future 
events are concerned, it would be as well 
to forget the result of the 1961 Derby as 
soon as possible. 

On the other hand. nothing could have 
heen more satisfactory than the result of 
the Oaks. run on June 2. 2 days after the 
Derby. It was won in fine style by Sweet 
Solera, which beat Ambergris by one and

Douce third and the Irish Tuna Gail 
fourth. 

Sweet Solera, trained by 78-year-old 
Reg Day, had beaten Ambergris by the 
same distance in the One Thousand 
Guineas. The Oaks was her sixth succes- 
sive win. She has now earned £39.821 for 
her owner. Mrs. Magnus Costello. who 
paid 1.850 guineas for her as a yearling. 

Sweet Solera provided Reg Day with 


his first success in the Oaks; but the 
veteran trainer had won the St. Leger with 
Solario back in 1925. The winner is by 


Solonaway out of Miss Gammon. by 
Grandmaster—not a pedigree one would 
choose for an Oaks winner. As one well- 
known trainer remarked, “I felt like burn- 
ing the Form Book after Psidium’s Derby; 
now I might as well destroy the stud 
book as well.” 

On the day bei -e the Oaks, the 24-year- 
old Aga Khan made his first acquaintance 
with his great mare Petite Etoile, which 
was running in the Coronation Cup, a 
race she won last year. He certainly got 
his money’s worth, as far as thrills were 
concerned, for Lester Piggott. riding one 
of his cheekiest races. waited till the last 
possible moment before letting Petite 
Etoile have her head. beating Sir Winston 
Churchill’s Vienna by a neck. 

The winning margin could have been 
2 or 3 lengths. but all that mattered was 
that this great mare had won and had 
boosted her earnings to more than 
£65,000. Her next big objective will be 
the valuable Aly Khan Memorial Stakes, 
at Sandown Park on July 4. 


Ascot’s New Grandstand 


Royal Ascot, the race meeting which 
year after year attracts one of the big- 
gest. possibly the most expert, and cer- 
tainly the most cosmopolitan crowds in 
the world, has taken on a new look. 

It is true that those holding Royal En- 
closure badges will find no change in their 
spacious and well-loved surroundings. The 
paddock. too. with its sweeping grass 
lawns. white railings. and clusters of 
beech trees. is unchanged—and long may 
it remain so. 

But patrons of the grandstand, which 
runs down the course from the Royal En- 
closure, will find themselves watching the 
best racing in the world from a block of 
buildings which, according to my Amer- 
ican friends, are even more lavish and up- 
to-date than those at Hialeah Park. 

Pre-planning. pre-fabrication, and the 
efforts of about 550 men and more than a 
dozen cranes resulted in this stand being 
completed in 10 months, in spite of the 
fact that September, 1960, to February, 
1961. was the wettest on record. 

The stand, called the Queen Elizabeth 
Il Grandstand. is nearly 190 yards long 
and accommodates 13,000 people. It is 
unique in having 280 private boxes. each 
with its own luncheon room.

proached from the lawn or from the mez- 
zanine floor, which is level with the top 
of the steps. For those who wish to reach 
the top of the viewing steps or the stall 
seats there are 4 escalators capable of 
moving 6,000 people an hour in either 
direction. 

The upper floors are reserved for the 
occupants of the 280 boxes and are 
equipped so that persons may watch the 
races. lunch and place their bets with the 
minimum effort. These are on 5 floors 
served by 6 lifts. each capable of carrying 
23 persons. 

There is a refreshment bar over 100 
feet long. and on the mezzanine floor are 
bars named after the Queen’s horses and 
colored to match the particular group of 
stall seats to which they are adjacent. 
Under the floor electric heating is pro- 
vided in all luncheon rooms for use at 
the autumn meetings. 

It has often been suggested. and with 
good reason. that the amenities on English 
race courses rate about the lowest in the 


world. But with the example set by Ascot 
—thanks to the energy and foresight of 
the Duke of Norfolk—there seems no rea- 
son why our courses as well as our horses 
should not be able to hold their own with 
the best that other countries can offer. 

This magnificent new stand is only one 
step in the gradual modernization of 
stands and enclosures. Since the end of 
World War I, the new straight course 
and the enlargement of the Royal En- 
closure lawns have been completed. Three 
new number boards, with sunken housings, 
have been installed, and new stands in 
the Silver Rings have been built. Other 
recent improvements have been hostels 
for stable lads. a new judges’ box, as well 
as new luncheon rooms and champagne 
bars in the Royal Enclosure. 

Now. with the completion of the Queen 
Elizabeth IL Grandstand, there remains 
the job of rebuilding the Royal En- 
closure to complete the cycle of recon- 
struction which. it is hoped, will keep 
Ascot race course pre-eminent for many 
decades.

den for the 1960 Carolina Cup races. 
He was in the irons when Mrs. Obre’s 
Coup-de-Vite wound up a distant third in 
the three-mile Cup. In addition he rode 
in 2 other races on the card. 

“After that, I rode in all of the rest 
of the hunt meetings,” he said. “But I 
was always the bride’s maid. And I rode 
2 jumping races at Monmouth Park and 
one at Belmont. The best I got was a 
fourth. Finally I won my first race in the 
fall, at the Middleburg (Va.) meeting. 

This winter Mike helped Field school 
horses at the plantation. “We now have 
a mile brush course and a mile hurdle 
course there,” he said. “In addition we 
have about 100 miles of fire lanes through 
the forests. They serve a double purpose 
—as a place to gallop (hack) horses and 
as fire protection. We've been training 
all of our horses down there in the 
swamps for 2 winters now, and we are 
very pleased with the results.” 

When the Obre string shipped to 
Laurel, Mike went with it.

Things and People 
Handbook for Apprentices 


One of the most concise manuals of rac- 
ing procedure for apprentice jockeys has 
been prepared by New York Racing As- 
sociation clerk of scales Joe Kyle. It is 
complete and factual and should be en- 
lightening and of value to aspiring riders. 
The booklet also provides space for listing 
first and fifth winner and lined pages for 
more than 50 mounts. 

The booklet explains in detail, such 
items as contractual obligations, conduct, 
regulations in the jockeys’ room, valets. 
equipment, manners in the gate. riding 
hints, claiming foul, and complete 
breakdown of the apprentice rules in ef- 
fect here. 

“Tt usually takes 30 minutes or more 
to describe to a rider in detail all the 
rules. The book is self-explanatory and 
written in the third person.” Kyle said. 
“T’ve had cases where boys have made 
mistakes in misinterpreting rules. In pre- 
senting them with a handbook there is no 
room for error and, like a textbook, it is 
their’s to always check. Of course there 
are still 1 or 2 items that were omitted 
because they were controversial.” 

The 59-year-old Kyle has been associated 
with racing since 1928, first as a clerk 
in the racing secretary’s office. He served 
as a steward here and in Michigan. He 
has been clerk of scales 12 years. 


Delaware Says No 


Joseph W. Chinn Jr., chairman of the 
Delaware Racing Commission, reiterated 
on May 15 that he and the other com- 
mission members, William W. Richard- 
son, William H. Ayres, and Reed C. Bye, 
were unanimously opposed to the use of 
Butazolidin “or any other substance which 
could affect a horse’s performance.” 

A day later, Bryan Field, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of Delaware 
Park, said: 

“Delaware Park is implementing, and 
has implemented, the fight against Buta- 
zolidin by special tests. This has cost 
money, but a special test is necessary be- 
yond that usually given to the saliva 
and urine samples. We are glad to bear 
this extra expense so as to protect horse- 
men who do not use substances such as 
Butazolidin from those who do.”

In July, 1960, Harmonizing was claimed from 
breeder Ogden Phipps for $6,500 by trainer 
Everett King on behalf of James DiMarco, a 
Philadelphia contractor. DiMarco soon transferred 
his interest in the horse to King, and it was 
under the colors and ownership of Mrs. Sadie King 
that Harmonizing won the $100,000-added Man 0° 
War Handicap. King gave a half-interest in Har- 
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monizing to DiMarco’s wife, and the horse finished 
second in the Washington, D. C., International 
and in the Dixie Handicap under the colors of 
the Sa-Je Stable. Early this year in Florida, after 
Harmonizing finished unplaced in the Bougainvillea 
and Hialeah Turf Cup Handicaps, a dispute arose 
as to his ownership, and on February 27, DiMarco 
filed suit against King, claiming that he alone 
owned Harmonizing. Miami Circuit Court judge 
William Meadows Jr. ruled that Mrs. jeanne Di- 
Marco and Mrs. Sadie King were equal owners, 
appointed Harry W. Prebish a receiver, and or- 
dered him to appoint a trainer. The judge further 
found that the horse should be disposed of at 
public auction at the earliest convenience. The 
horse, put in the care of M. A. Buxton, finished 
unplaced in the Donn Handicap and third in the 
Laurel Anniversary Handicap. On May 6 he was 
fourth in the Riggs Handicap, his last race before 
the Bayard Tuckerman Jr. Handicap. 

Harmonizing was more than 21 lengths off the 
pace of *Civic Guard at the end of the first half- 
mile, when jockey Darrell Madden relaxed his 
hold. He was more than 6 lengths behind the 
leaders at the end of the mile, but he caught 
the leaders deep in the stretch and won by 1% 
lengths. The time, 2:1845, was a second faster 
than the track record. Second choice to the favored 
J. S. Kroese entry, which finished second and third, 
Harmonizing paid $6.40. 

The llth foal of the grand producer Baby 
League, Harmonizing is a_ half-brother to the 
stakes winners Busher, Mr. Busher, and Striking. 
At 2 he won one of 7 races and at 3 he finished 
second in the Stymie, Merchants’ and Citizens’, 
and Discovery Handicaps. He failed to win during 
the next 2 years, and beginning last year he raced 
regularly in claiming races, working down from 
$15,000 to $6,500.

In the 1960 Keeneland summer sales, R. D. 
Prewitt sold Sunrise County, a_ half-brother to 
Terra Firma, for $34,000. The buyers were L. P. 
Sasso’s Penowa Farm and Townsend B. Martin, 
who also bought 4 other yearlings in partnership, 
spending a total of $98,200.
